S.R. 0.1232. — In e&eroise of the powers conferred by sections 4, 10, 17 and 27 
of the Indian Arms Act, 1878 (XI of 1878), and in supersession of the Indian 
Arms Rules, 1924, published with the notification of the Government of India in 
the late Home Department No. F. 829-1-22, dated the 3rd November, 1923, the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rales : — 

1. Short title and extent. — (1) These rules maybe eallod the Indian Arms 
Rules, 1951. 

(2) They extend to the whole of India except Part B States. 

2. Interpretation.— (1) Jn these rales, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context' — 

“ District Magistrate” includes, in the case of the suburbs of Calcutta, any 
District Magistrate as defined in the Government of Bengal Noti- 
fication, dated the 21st September, 1880 and the Commissioner of 
Police, Calcutta, and in eases where the Central Government so 
directs, hi respect of any district or part thereof, an Additional 
District Magistrate ; “ Form” means a Form as sot out in Schedule 
V11T ; “ the Act” means tho Indian Arma Act, 1878, (XI of 1878) ; 
and 11 Political Agent” means the principal officer, by whatever name 
called, representing the Central Government in any tinitory or 
place outside India. 

(2) The General Clauses Act, 1897 (X of 1897), shall apply for the purpose of 
the interpretation of these rules in like maimer as it applies for tho purpose of the 
interpretation of a Central Act. 

A 1‘ CLIO AVION OF THE ACT. 

3. Exemption, exclusion and withdrawal. — (1) The persons and classes of 
persons, the arms and ammunition, and the areas in Part A States and Part C States 
specified or described in Schedules I to IV arc, respectively, exempted, excluded and 
withdrawn to tho extent and subject to the conditions therein specified from the 
operation of prohibitions and directions contained in tho Act: 

Provided that the exemptions specified in Schedule I are made subjoct to the 
following conditions, namely: — 

(«) they shall not be deemed to render lawful the import of arms or ammuni- 
tion through the medium of the Tost Office , 

(5) save in tho case of persons included m entry 2 of tho said sohedule, any 
person so exempted shall register, in such manner as tho Central 
Government may prescribe, anv firearm or ammunition for the same 
in respect of which ho is exempted from the operation of any provi- 
sion of the Act ; 

(c) every person shall, on tho loss or theft of any arm in respect of which ho 

is so exempted, forthwith report the occurrence at the nearest police- 
station , and 

(d) the Central Government may, by notification in the official Gazette, 

direct that any such exemption conferred on a class of persons shall 
cease to extend +o any person included in that class who may bo Mamed 
in the notification. 

(2) Any poison failing fo comply with any tondition of exemption set out in 
provisos (6) and (c) to sub-rule (1) shall bo deemed to have violated these rules.

MADRAS 


1. These rules are supplementary lo tho Explosives Rules, 1940, (hereinafter 
referred to as the Piincipal Rules). 
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2. Definitions - — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires — • 

(a) “port'’ or “harbour” moans the port or harbour of Madras ; 

(l) “board” means the Board of Trustees of the Port of Madras ; 

(c) "properly constructed magazine” means and includes a magazine fitted with 
ight boxos, ventilators and in every respect similar to those constructed in vessels 
if the Navy and the Indian Marine according to tho Admiralty specifications and 
,un oyed by any Government surveyor in the United Kingdom and approved by the, 
Jeputy Conservator of the Board ; 

( d ) the expressions “ship” and “boat” have the meanings respectively, assigned 
,o them by rule 3 of the Principal Rules. 

3. The Ship-master’s duty. — I ’he Master of any Vessel arriving at tho Port of 
dachas with explosives on board as cargo shall give immediate notice thereof to the 
J iloi, or Harbour Master, who shall at once come on board such vessel. 

4. Duly of those interested in Cargo arriving. — The Agents of any vessel expected 
,o a’nve at tho Port of Madras and known to have explosives on board as cargo and 
he consigneo or consignees of, and other person or persons interested in, such ex- 
ilosives so expected to arrive by any vessel at the port, shall give notice of the fact 
if such explosives being on hoard such vessel to the Traffic Manager with a oopy of 
such notice to tho Deputy Conservator of the Port not loss than 48 hours before 
tho arrival of such vessel 

5. Duty of those interested in cargo for Shipment. — Tho Agents or consignor or 
consignors of, or other person or persons interested in, any explosives intended to be 
shipped as cargo on board any v easel in (he Port of Madras, shall give notice to the 
Traffic Manager with a copy of such notice to tho Deputy Conservator of the Port of 
ns or thoir miention to ship such oxplosivos by such vessel, 48 hours before any such 
explosives are shipped 

6. The Character of the notice prescribed in rules (3) and (5). — Every such notice 
shall be in w’riting and shall contain a statement showing the quantities and nature 
of tho explosives to bo landed at, or shipped from, Madras or to bo landed for re- 
shipment, and specifying, in the cese of shipment or rc-shipment, tho Port or Ports 
for which such explosives arc intended. 

7. Obligation *»/ the Fort Trust..— Upon receipt of any such notice, the Traffic 
Manager of the Port shall depute an Officer to take charge of such explosives, at the 
place where they arc to be landed, and until they shall have been removed from the 
Board’s premises and in cases whore explosives are to be exported, until they shall 
have been shipped i o tho vessel named in such notico. 

8 Explosives necessitating the use of outside Moorings. — Vossols carrying ox» 
plosives of the undermentioned classes shall be bortliod at an outsido Mooring : — 

Class 1. Gunpowder, exceeding (1,000 lb. in weight; 

Class 2. Nitrate-mixture, exceeding 6,000 lb. in weight ; 

Class 3. Nitro compound, division l, except cordito, not exceeding 6,000 lb, 
in weight ; 

Class 3 Nitro-compound, division 2, except — 

(a) Gimcotion, wot ; 

(b) Sdultz’s and E C, powder and other sporting explosives of this class 

in tins not exceeding 5 lb. in weight each, subject to a limit ot 6,000 
lb, by any ono vessel. 

Class 6. AmmuTution, divisions 2 and 3. 
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Glass 7. Division 2, manufactured fireworks, other than those referred to in 
rulo G9). Suoh vessels may, however, he allowed to enter tho 
harbour, provided that the explosives aro contained in a properly 
constructed magazine and provided such magazine is kept closed 
while the vesselis inside the Harbour —subject, in the evont of rough 
weather, to the exercise by the Chairman of the Port Trust of the 
discretion vesting in him under rule (11). 

'9. Explosives which may be handled within the Harbour, — -Vessels carrying ex- 
plosives of the undermentioned olassos, intended for discharge at Madras, may bo 
moored inside tho harbour, provided suoh explosives are contained in a properly 
constructed magazine ; and the explosives may bo carried by the lighter between 
vessel’s side and places in the Harbour premises allotted for the purpose from timo 
do time by tho Deputy Conservator of the Port. 

Claes 1. Gunpowder, not exceeding 0,000 lb. in weight ; 

Class 2 Nitrate-mixturo, not exceoding 6,000 lb. in weight ; 

Class 3. Nitro-compound, division 1, cordite, not exceeding 6,000 lb. in weight ; 

Class 3. Nitro-compound, division 2, except— 

(а) Guncotton, wet ; 

(б) Schultz’s and E. O. powder and other sporting explosives of this class 
in line not exceeding 5 lb. in weight each, subject to a limit of 6,000 lb. 
by any ono vessel. 

'Class 6, Ammunition, division 1. 

10. Unrestricted explosives.- — Explosives comprising tho first two items of division 
1 of class 6, namely, safety cartridges and safety fuses for blasting, may be terated 
in all rospects like ordinary combustible cargo. They need not be kopt in a magazine 
while on board ship within the Harbour, and may be landed or shipped at any place 
indicated by the Board for the handling of combustiblos. 

Tho following explosives of class 7, division 2 — Manufactured flroworks are also 
treated likewise : — 

Wonder candles. 

Star Matches. 

Alpminium matchos, 

Meteor matches 

Chinese crackers. 

Silbera sparklers. 

Aluminium Torches. 

11. Discharging the explosives dealt with in rule 8. — Vessels referred to in rule 8, 
when discharging their explosives, must be moored outside the Harbour entrance, 
at ono of tho outside berths, at anchor or otherwise as the Dy. Conservator of tho Port 
may direct. Lighters carrying tho Explosives of vessels so moored may discharge 
•only iit such point or points as the Deputy Conservator of tho Port may direct which 
shall ordinarily ho a place outside the enolosed liarb >ur. Providod that in tho event 
of a vessel arriving in rough weather, when in the opinion of tho Chairman of the 
Board disehargo at an outside berth would be attended by danger, ho may, at bis 
discretion, give special permission for such vessels to open for magazine and to 
diaonargo cho explosivos into lighters at a berth inside the Harbour under such 
restrictions as ho may see fit to imposo and to land them at such places an l under 
aueh conditions as hi miy direct. 

12. Shipping the explosives dealt with in rule 8 , — Tho explosivos roforred to in 
rule 8 must be Hhippod or transhipped at ono of tho outside berths, but may only 
bo loaded into boats at places indicated by tho Deputy Conservator of tho Port 
and under such conditions as the Deputy Conservati r cf tho Port may see fit, to 
impose.

14. Separation of certain classes of explos ties. — Any explosive of the 5th (Fulmi 
nato) class, or any explosive of the 6th (Ammunition) class which contains its own 
moans of ignition oi any cxplos'vc of the 7th (Fireworks) class, shall not bo conveyed 
m any ship or boat with any explosive not of the class and divis on to which it belongs, 
unless it be separated therefrom to prevent any fire or explosion which may take 
place on any such explosive being communicated to the ether explosives. 

15 Explosives excluded from the Harbour absolutely.- — The following explos’ves 
are absolutely excluded from tho Harbour —

16. Signals and pi ecautions Qvhile at the Port. — Whilst any explos ves reman 
on boird any vessel at the Pert whether outs’de tr inside the Harbour, tho signal 
-flag ‘B’ Commorcial Code shall be kept flying at tho foremast head between sunrise 
and sunset and tho Port signal provided for the purpose, viz , a rod light at the main- 
mast head, shall bo kept hoisted between sunset and sunrise. The Master or Ch ef 
Officer shall remam on board until the explosives .intended for Madras shal have 
beon discharged. Every ship or steamer in the Haibour carrying explosiv es shall 
be movod at a distance of not loss than fifty yards from every other ship or steamer 
m the Harbour. 

17 Precaution against sparking — The Master of every vessel reco v ng cr dis- 
charging explosives shall see that the platform m the vessel’s hold to bo used in 
receiving o- delivering such explosives, and coamings of the hatchways of such 
vessels, are covered with tanned hub s cr other suitable paddings, that tho barrels 
or boxes containing any such c.vplo uvos and received on board any such vessel are 
carefully stewed therein, that the hatches of such vessels are properly secured and 
locked, and that the key of tho magazine m which any such oxplorvos may be 
stowed remains m his own possession All persons concerned in the handling or in 
supervising the handling, of any such barrels or boxes of explosives shall wear suit- 
able shoos without any metal nails oi othei metal mcr upenthem, or shall wear ro 
•shoos. 

18 Precautions on lighters, barges and boats — Barges, lighters and boats about 
to bo iU’H for tho transport of any explosives shall bo kept scrupulously clean and 
free frem loo " oxplosivos, and shall not, when at anchor with explosives on board, 
lie closer than one cable’s length or 200 yards from any of the shipping m the port 
or from any public land’ng place, and, all explos ves in any such barges, lighters or 
boats shall be securely covered with tarpauhns Whilst any such explos ves shall 
remain on board, a rod flag shall bo kept flying on every such barge, lighter or boat 
between sunrise aud sunset and, m addition to the regulation anchcr-light, a red 
light in an elevated position shall bo shown from any such barge, lighter or boat 
between sunset and sunrise Nc fire, smoking or matches shall be allowed cn hoard 
any such barge, lighter or boat, nor any light of any kind except the red light men- 
tioned above. Kerosone or other easily igmted oil is not to bo used for the above 
mentioned lights.

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19. Conditions for landing from boats at the appointed places.- — All Purges, lighters 
and boats, having oxpkevos on board to bo landed at any of the landing places 
appointed by tko Deputy Conservator of (ho Pori shall roma'n off these places until 
orders to approach are received from the Offioor directing the landing. Not more 
than two boats, or at the discretion ot the Officer directing the discharge four boats, 
shall unload simultaneously. 

20. Lighters with explosives on board — to carry a bvoy on deck . — -Every lighter 
barge or vowel oirrying consignments of explosives of ovor ton hundred- weight 
within tho limits of the port or within a rad us of tlrr c miles tliorocf shall carry on 
deck a buoy which may be a five gallon oil drum painted red with suitable fittings to- 
bo approved by tho Deputy Conservator of tho Port and which shall be secured by a 
3 inch oiroumforenoo eoir ropo 15 fathoms long attaohod and seized io a ring bolt on 
the dock of tho lightor, bargo or vessel, aft near tho tillor, or othrwiso as may be 
approvod by tho Deputy Conservator of the Port. 

21. Precautions on the vessel whilst explosives are being landed or shipped. — ox- 
plosivos which may bo landed or shipped insido tho Harbour under rulo 0, if properly 
paokod as required by schodulo IT, of tho principal rules may bo shipped on board, 
cr discharge from, a vessel lying at tho ordinary moorings within tfio harbour. 
Such shipment or dischargo shall he effected under precautions and conditions mon- 
ticnod and contained in those rules, and suoh explosives must be taken on board the 
vossol for which they are intended immediately %ft or tlio boat carrying such ox- 
plosivos has oomo alongside, ^jo oargo boat or other -vessel having fire on hoard 
shall be allowed to bo nearer than one cable’s length or 200 yards from such vessel 
during the timo that any explosives arc being shippod. All other rargo work on 
hoard such vessel shall bo slopped, while such shipment or disoho-rgo is taking place . 

22. Premutions in the matter of fires. — When oxplos'vos other (linn those men 
tionod in class 6, division 1, of Iho Principal Rotes, are shipped or discharged within 
tho Port limits, no smoking of tobaooo will bo permitted on hoard Iho vessel on 
which they arc being shippod or from which they arc being discharged, and fill fires 
and lights on board shall bo extinguished boforo the barge, lightor or boat bringing 
suoh oxplosives for shipment, or receiving such explosives io ho landed, shall come 
alongside of suoh vessel. Should it bo nocossary, in tho case of a stonmor, Hist the 
fires in hor ongino room should remain lighted, tho bargo, lightor or boat so bring- 
ing or rocoiving such oxplosives shall ho plaood to tho windward of the steamers 
funnol, and in tho ovont of tho steamer swinging, suoh explosives must bo covered 
with tarpaulins until such bargo, lightor or boat is removed to a safe and proper 
position. 

23. Hours of working. — No explosives other than those mentioned in class 6 , 
division 1, of tho Principal Rules, shall be discharged from a ship or may ho shippod 
from the shore boforo 6-30 A.M. or aftoj 4 P.M. but landing from bargo to shore or 
shipping from bargo lo ship may ho botwcon sunrise and sunsot. 

24. Restrictions on the opening of Magazines. — Except in oases of emergency, 
no magazino on hoard of any vessel containing explosives, othei then saftty fuses, 
safety cartridges and caps, shall be oponod while tho ship is instelo the Harbour, 
without (be permission of the Deputy Conservator of tho Port. Rut if such maga- 
zine should ho opened and, in the opinion of the Deputy Conservator of iho Port the 
emergency was not such as to justify the Master of tho Vossol in oponingit or allowing 
it to bn opened, suoh master shall bo doemod to havo oontravened this rule. Such 
magazino shall romain opond only for tho time required to removo or stow ex- 
plosives, and that operation shall always ho performed in tho prosenco of an Officer 
of the ship. 

26. Place of Leading and Unloading v ithin the Pert. — Evxiylighi cr or bargo shalV 
only load or dischargo explosives at the Outor Quay, the steps instelo tho Harbour 
at tho Eastern cntranco and at East Quay if there is nr vessel at this berth. 
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26. Penalties.— Wlioo-\er in breach of thoso rules transport a or .mports any 
explosive or othorwif'o oontravones any of those rules shall bo punifhablo with fine 
whioh may oxtoncl to- 
la) in tho oaso cf a person so importing an explosive, thiee thouHi d iupcos ; 
(i b ) in tho case of a porson, rl transporting an f xplosiv o, olio Ihonsard rupees : 
and 

(c) in any other oaso, twe hundred rupees. 


27. Saving . — Nothing in nilos 8 to 13 fhall apply to a vessel cairy'r g explosive* 
of a woight loss than 25 lbs. in all.

S.R.O. 1262.- — Whereas by Order of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Labour, No. LR-90(7), dated the ,3th December, 1950, an industrial dispute be- 
tween the Oriontal Government Security Lifo Assurance Company, Limited, and 
its employees at its Head Ottico and the Branches was referred to the Industrial 
Tribunal, Dhanbad, for adjudication ; 

And whereas a further industrial dispute has arisen between the Oriental 
Government Security Life Assurance Company, Limited, and its workmen at the 
Head Office and in the Branch offices, in respect of the matters specified in the 
Schedule hereto annexed ; 

And whereas the Central Government considers it desirable to refer this further 
disputo for adjudication ; 

Now, therefore, in cxerciso of the powers conferred by clause (c) of sub- 
section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (XIV of 1947), the 
Central Government hereby refers tho said dispute for adjudication to tho Indus- 
trial Tribunal at Dhanbad, constituted under Section 7 of tho said Act. 

SCHEDULE 

The Company’s Demand 

(1) That the existing Loavc Rules of the Company, dated 3rd March 1943 to be 
replaced by the following Leavo Rules : — 

(a) Privilege, Leave— 

(i) No Privilege Leave shall bo granted until an employee has boon in tho 

servico of the Company for at least one year , 

(ii) Employoos of under 10 years’ service shall bo allowed Privilege Leavo of 

three weeks por annum and omployoos of 10 years’ sorvico and over 
of one month por annum ; 

(Hi) No Privilege Leavo shall bo.allowod to accumulate beyond 2 months in 
tho case of employees of under 10 years’ service and beyond 3 months 
in the case of employees of over 10 years’ service. 

(h) Casual Leave - — 

(i) Casual Leave may bo granted for a period not oxcoeding 10 days per 

annum, but not more than 4 consecutive days shall generally be 
granted at any one time. Holidays shall nob be allowed to be pre- 
fixed or suffixed to Casual Leave. 

(ii) Short absenco on account of illness, unsupported by a Medical Certificate 

from a Registered Medical Practitioner, shall bo treated as Casual 
Leave. 

(Hi) Casual Leave shall not bo cumulative. 

(c) Sick Leave — 

15 days’ leave per annum on half-pay shall bo allowed to each employee 
subject to a maximum of 6 months in all during the whole service. 

(2) Age of Retirement . — That after an omployoe has attained tho ago of 55 
yoars or has completed 30 yours of service, whichever be earlier, he may be re- 
quired by tho Company by written notice to retire after two calendar months from 
the date of such notice, if his efficioncy is found to be impaired or if ho is found 
unable to cope with his work, or found to be habitually slow in carrying out his 
duties .
